Services (Room 415C).  The upcoming examination is set for 1:00 p.m., April 26, 2012 at the Arizona 

Department of Health Services (150 N 18
th
 Avenue, Room 415B, Phoenix, AZ). 

 

5. The Council discussed that it would be optimal for PES to conduct on-line exams for expediency.  PES 

will be contacted to see if there are any plans for this in the future. 

 

6. A discussion occurred regarding an individual that is continuing to represent themselves as a Registered 

Sanitarian in their work but is no longer currently active.  The Chair was assigned to research if any action 

can or should be taken by the Council.
